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INTRODUCTION 


The ever-accelerating rate of change that has 
recently characterized the international scene has 
radically altered the world’s geopolitical structure. 
The demise of the Soviet Union marked the end of 
the Cold War and the start of a new era, whose 
issues are notable for their complexity. The new era 
has meant greater autonomy for many countries, 
particularly in the areas of defence and foreign 
policy, and this makes it urgent that Canada 
redefine its own place and role. The current review 
of Canada’s foreign policy is timely indeed. 


Canada’s participation in UN peacekeeping 
missions, its involvement in development 
assistance and its promotion of human rights and 
democracy have earned it undeniable international 
prestige. The Bloc québécois hopes this will 
continue. 


The Bloc québécois made it clear from the 
beginning that it opposed the idea of two separate 
special joint committees, one reviewing foreign 
policy and the other defence policy. It also 
challenged the whole idea of joint committees: the 
inclusion of non-elected members, in this case 
senators, has increased costs and compromised 
the effectiveness of the work. Despite this, the 
Bloc’s representatives on the Committee 
participated fully in the proceedings. 


Stéphane Bergeron, MP for Vercheres, Maud 
Debien', MP for Laval East, Nic Leblanc, MP for 
Longueuil, and Philippe Paré, MP for Louis-Hébert, 
all full or associate members of the Committee, 
considered it necessary to dissent from certain 
opinions and recommendations in the Committee’s 
majority report. 


Without disavowing all the majority report’s 
recommendations, they consider that in certain 
important respects it reaches conclusions that are 
— to say the least — disputable, and that in other 
areas it contains no substantive recommendations. 
On the whole the recommendations in the majority 
report do not give the government clear guidelines: 


they leave so much room for manoeuvre that they 
lose any significance. 


The Bloc québécois members of the Committee 
wish to voice their deep disappointment over the 
failure to include recommendations that could lead 
to a more far-reaching renewal of Canadian foreign 
policy in light of the new international reality. 


By submitting a dissenting report, the Bloc 
québécois members of the Committee wish to 
improve on the majority report, to which they 
contributed by their numerous suggestions. They 
recognize that a number of their comments were 
endorsed by their fellow Committee members from 
other parties. The dissenting report sets out to 
propose more precise recommendations, 
designed to make possible innovative change in 
both objectives and means. 


The Committee dodged, where it did not distort, 
the fundamental questions raised by nationalism, 
the emergence of new states and the arrival on the 
international stage of a multitude of new players. 


Moreover, the Bloc québécois members of the 
Committee wish to disavow explicitly the liberties 
the majority report takes with matters under 
Quebec’s jurisdiction and their extension on the 
international scene. Far from discouraging federal 
encroachment on areas of provincial jurisdiction, 
the majority report proposes actions that could not 
be undertaken without Quebec’s consent. 


In the area of culture, the majority 
recommendations are equally unacceptable, in 
that they are based on the idea of a bilingual and 
multicultural “Canadian culture”, thereby reducing 
the culture of Quebec to a merely “provincial” 
phenomenon. 


The Bloc québécois members of the Committee 
also consider that the Committee’s handling of 
crucial issues of human rights and democracy — 
which should have received special attention — 
was superficial. Moreover, they are critical of the 
weakness of the majority report’s

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recommendations on international assistance. It is 
hard to see what significant changes the 
government could make on the basis of the 
recommendations in the majority report; for all 
practical purposes the majority is leaving it in the 
hands of the government. 


Lastly, the Committee’s trade proposals, far 
from reaching suitable conclusions about the 
increasing continentalization of the Canadian 
economy, are imbued with an inappropriate 
mistrust of the United States. 


DISSENTING REPORT OF THE BLOC QUEBECOIS 


The Bloc québécois members of the Committee 
wish to present to the government 
recommendations based on what in their eyes is a 
perspective that more adequately reflects the world 
view held by Quebeckers and many others. 


The Bloc québécois members have tried to 
propose a different foreign policy, designed with 
our strengths in mind, serving our real interests and 
corresponding to our past experience. 


CHAPTER 1 


CANADA IN AN EVOLVING GLOBAL CONTEXT 


The Bloc québécois members of the Committee 
cannot give their full support to the majority report’s 
portrait of the evolving global context. Although a 
number of the observations are valid, we find that 
certain foreign policy conclusions drawn from them 
are unacceptable. Moreover, the Bloc québécois 
cannot support the tone and implications of certain 


passages on the international situation contained in 


the majority report. 


We do agree with the majority report on some 
elements of the evolving global context, such as the 
end of the Cold War and globalization of the 
economy. But we think emphasis should also be 
placed on two other trends: the democratic 
development and the emergence of new 
international actors. 


1.1 The end of the Cold War: promises 
and challenges of the new world 
order 


The end of the Cold War has led to a new world 
order characterized by a degree of uncertainty, 
instability and new tension. Despite this, we want to 
emphasize (in a way the majority report does not) 
the new horizons of the world order that has 
emerged from the changes of recent years. We 
regard the recent democratic development in the 
countries of Eastern Europe as a great stride 
forward from the rigidity that used to prevail. 


The active participation of open societies such 
as ours in the post-Cold War democratization 
process is one of the essential pillars of any security 
policy. For that reason we suggest that the federal 
government assist countries that are struggling 
to become democracies, in particular the 
countries of eastern Europe and the former 
Soviet Union.

The end of the Cold War has meant a 
resurgence of national rivalries and a rediscovery of 
collective identities. And yet the emergence of new 
states has not invariably been accompanied by 
turmoil. National emancipation movements that 
have worked through legitimate institutions have 
evolved peacefully. For example, the Czech and 
Slovak republics have put a peaceful end to their 
federal links. The Baltic states and Slovenia have 
also achieved independence in an orderly manner, 
while respecting the rules of democracy, which has 
enabled them to obtain recognition of their 
sovereignty by the international community without 
difficulty. Another eloquent example is that of the 
Ukraine: Ottawa was the first capital to recognize its 
independence, immediately following the 
referendum won by the sovereigntists. 


While we may be more inclined than the majority 
members of the Committee to stress the promises 
of progress offered by the new global context, we 
have no intention of hinding our heads in the sand 
when it comes to facing the challenges and 
constraints of this new world order. Canada, and a 
future sovereign Quebec, must continue to 
encourage democracy on the world scene. The 
majority report notes that the challenge “is no 
longer defence of the West against the East, but 
collective assurance for all against a breakdown of 
international law and order caused by those who 
still rely on the unauthorized use of force to impose 
their will.” We agree with this conclusion, but we 
want to point out that “international order” must not 
be used as an excuse for opposing groups that 
wish to employ legitimate means to develop and 
assert themselves as a people. 


The end of the Cold War has also clearly 
realigned the international power structure. The 
majority report rightly notes that the disappearance 
of a bipolar system focused on military rivalry 


between two superpowers has changed the 
dynamics of the foreign policies of smaller states. 
The Committee makes valuable recommendations 
about the type of relationship Canada should have 
with its neighbour to the south if it is to preserve as 
much independence as possible. We agree that at 
the heart of Canada’s policies must be enshrined a 
healthy balance between cooperation and 
integration. 


Lastly, the Bloc québécois considers that one of 
the primary roles of the Canadian Forces on the 
international scene must be to support 
peacekeeping operations by taking an active partin 
them. Canada’s willingness to help keep the peace 
is one of its most important attributes and a major 
international achievement. However, in the future 
Canada will have to define more precise criteria for 
its interventions. 


The costs and complexity of intervention will 
require anew attitude on the part of the international 
community: the events in Rwanda and Bosnia are 
eloquent evidence of this. 


Canada must learn from the experience of all 
these peacekeeping missions. The recent case of 
Haiti is a reminder of the need to base our 
intervention on democratic legitimacy and rigorous 
planning. In the future, mission objectives and 
orders will have to be carefully established, under 
the aegis of the United Nations. 


Although in agreement with the majority report’s 
recommendation on the necessity of giving the 
Canadian Forces a special configuration,’ since 
the credibility of our intervention depends on this, 
the Bloc québécois wishes to spell out the direction 
that Canada should take in this area.4 First, we think 
that Canada should rethink its current military 
alliances (NATO and NORAD) so that their 
strategic missions reflect the UN’s needs. This 
approach would bring new vitality to these 
organizations and up-date their usefulness in 
security maintenance and conflict resolution, while 
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enabling Canada to achieve the collective security 
goals that are crucial for its own territorial security. 


In addition, we consider that Canada should 
encourage the setting up of a permanent 
contingent available to the UN for its 
peacekeeping missions abroad. 


We further think that Canada should set a 
ceiling on the human resources it is prepared to 
devote to peacekeeping. For example, it could 
limit the number of military personnel committed to 
peacekeeping missions at any one time to a 
maximum of 2,000 to 2,500. 


And lastly, Canada should submit any 
decision to participate in peacekeeping 
missions to a vote in the House of Commons, as 
rapidly as possible, where time allows. 


1.2 Globalization of the economy and 
domestic policy 


The second aspect of the changing world scene 
that the Committee considered was globalization of 
the economy. The clash of ideologies has been 
replaced by the clash of trade interests. Here again, 
Canada must find a way to cope with the 
repercussions of raw competition and meet the 
challenge of sustainable development. The Bloc 
québécois members of the Committee do not 
however see this trend in the same light, either for 
today’s Canada or for a future sovereign Quebec. 


The majority report says that “governments 
must deal with pressures to cut back on social ... 
programs.”© Like all those in both Quebec and 
Canada who think that governments must not 
evade their social responsibilities, we do not agree 
that modernizing the economy necessarily entails 
an all-out attack on social programs. We do not 
deny that the pressures of competition resulting 
from globalization of the economy are imposing 
new constraints on governments and forcing them 
to make hard choices. But this cannot be used 
as an excuse for governments to abdicate their 
responsibility toward the less fortunate. In Canada

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and in Quebec there is a demand for fairness that a 
long and noble tradition has raised to the rank of a 
shared fundamental value. Reconciling the 
imperatives of economic growth with those of 
socio-cultural development is probably the most 
important task a government can face. 


The Committee’s majority report also links 
globalization and federalism. For example, it says 
that “the desire of people to belong and to get more 
hands-on control of their affairs, precisely because 
of the effects of globalization, is leading national 
governments to devolve more and more effective 
authority to sub-national entities.”$ This is a 
surprising assertion, to put it mildly, from federalists 
who obstinately refuse to accept that the provincial 
governments have powers they are entitled to 
exercise and indeed must exercise if they are to 
manage effectively their interdependence with the 
global economy — manpower training being an 
example. Naturally we too think that market 
globalization heightens local stakeholders’ 
need for autonomy in developing and sustaining 
competitiveness in the face of foreign 
competition. Unfortunately this concern is absent 
from the sections of the majority report that deal 
with the economy. 


Still invoking globalization, the majority report 
notes that “foreign policy must operate with an 
effective domestic base, and [that] that domestic 
base must rest on the effective projection abroad of 
key elements of the national life, including 
particularly the cultural and educational elements.”? 
The authors of the majority report are much 
mistaken if they think that this assertion gives the 
federal government the right to act as the 
international representative in areas such as 
education and culture. On the contrary, if a 
collectivity’s international activity must, more than 
ever, reflect a deeply-rooted domestic identity and 
values, the question that arises, especially in the 
case of Quebec, is this: Which government is in fact 
most closely concerned with that identity, and thus 
in the best position to carry on international activity 
most effectively? For Quebeckers, at any rate, the 
answer is the government of Quebec. Above all

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others it speaks for them; itis the forum within which 
they are most truly at liberty to define their own 
objectives as a people. If, on the other hand, 
decisions relating to these areas are placed under 
the control of the federal government, they are 
subject to the interests and preferences of the 
English-Canadian majority. Quite apart from 
Quebec’s unique situation, the provincial 
governments are in a better position to deal with 
issues that closely affect their respective 
populations. That is the reason behind the 
Canadian Constitution’s devolution to the 
provinces of certain areas of jurisdiction, much to 
the annoyance of centralizing federalists. The same 
logic that governed the constitutional distribution of 
exclusive powers to the provinces inspired the 
so-called Gérin-Lajoie doctrine, which says the 
provinces have the right to extend their areas of 
exclusive jurisdiction to the international scene. So 
domestic constitutional law and the requirement of 
maximum effectiveness converge. 


Quebeckers are not protectionists, as they 
demonstrated by their support for the FTA, NAFTA 
and the GATT Uruguay Round. Need we recall that 
Quebec spearheaded the free trade drive of the 
1980s? Far from seeing the sovereigntist 
movement in Quebec as a turning inward, or as a 
reaction against globalization of the economy, we 
see it as an opening on the world. 


The majority report points out that globalization 
is forcing societies to develop internal solidarity 
while at the same time approaching relations with 
the outside world in a spirit of exchange and healthy 
competition. The ups and downs of the 
constitutional saga have shown us that 
Quebeckers and English Canadians have 
completely different perceptions of “national 
solidarity”. 


1.3 Democratic development 


_ As we have said, we find the development of 
democratic institutions in Eastern Europe and in 
number of Third World countries a source of great 
satisfaction. In our opinion, consolidation of 
democratic institutions and respect for human 
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rights are essential to the preservation of security in 
the new international environment now opening up. 
These issues must be a major foreign policy 
concern for all stable democratic societies. When 
this concern leads to a joint course of action, it 
becomes productive. The end of apartheid and the 
establishment of a multiracial constitutional regime 
in South Africa were to a great extent the result ofthe 
tenacity of the international community, which put 
its democratic ideal ahead of its short-term 
economic interests. 


The Committee’s majority report does not 
entirely neglect these factors. But assistance for 
democratic development and promotion of human 
rights should in a much more formal manner 
occupy a predominant place in Canada’s foreign 
policy. . 


1.4 Nationalism and the emergence of 
new states 


The entry on the international stage of newly 
recognized states is another characteristic of the 
new global context. Unlike most of the Committee’s 
other members®, its Bloc québécois members 
recognize the positive side of this new reality. 


Let us recall that globalization has entailed a 
resurgence of movements’ of national 
self-affirmation. As UN Secretary General Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali remarked in a speech he delivered in 
Montreal in May 19929, “Before we can sustain 
relationships with others, we must be sure of 
ourselves. That is why a healthy globalization of 
modern life presupposes solid national identities. 
Excessive or poorly understood globalization could 
just as easily crush cultures, melt them into 
uniformity, which would be of no benefit at all to the 
world)”. [TRANSLATION] He went on to add, “A nation is 
formed from the desire to live a shared life, and this 
is a first step toward the universal”. [TRANSLATION] We 
share the Secretary General’s perspective when he 
said that, “A peaceful and orderly world is a world of 
independent nations, open to one another because 
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they respect one another's similarities and 
differences”. [TRANSLATION] 


In Canada this perspective is essentially 
embodied in our two nations. There is English 
Canada, a nation made up of people who are very 
largely English-speaking and share, to a very large 
extent, an English-language culture. And there 
is a Quebec nation, with a predominantly 
French-language culture. Both are enriched from 
various sources. Because they are distinct and 
each unites individuals who find in their respective 
nation their own identities, they approach the 
universal. 


For a great majority of Quebeckers, the desire to 
live as acommunity is primarily centred on Quebec. 
It is the nation that forms the core of their collective 
belonging, whatever their ethnic origin. Quebec 
nationalism is modern, defined by its territorial 
base. For us, the affirmation of a people’s identity 
can and must be done democratically and in the 
name of universal values. The reaction of the 
international community to the recent emergence 
of new states has demonstrated that international 
recognition will increasingly depend on the 
commitment of these new states to promote 
democratic values and respect for human rights. 


Itself deeply involved in this debate, Canada 
cannot remain indifferent to the rise of a movement 
of self-affirmation of peoples. 


From this perspective, we look forward 
confidently to international recognition for 
Quebec’s sovereignty at the conclusion of a 
democratic process that will be able to serve as an 
example to other movements aimed at achieving 
comparable goals. We think we have a right to 
expect that Canada will behave responsibly when 
the time comes to recognize the sovereignty of this 
new state. The federal government will certainly 
recall that it implicitly recognized the legitimacy of 
the process that could have led to a sovereign 
Quebec, through its full participation in the 
referendum campaign of 1980.

CHAPTER 2 


CANADA AND JURISDICTION IN THE AREA OF 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


When observing the growth of globalization, 
interdependence, and various forms of integration 
throughout the world, we can also see the 
beginnings of a profound movement toward 
national and local affirmation. 


The majority report briefly notes the 
participation of a broad range of international 
actors, including governments, and criticizes in 
thinly disguised terms the fact that “they add to the 
complexity of the relationship, and may make 
problem solving more difficult at times”.'° For the 
most part, however, the majority report remains 
oddly silent on this point. These trends 
nevertheless find concrete expression in Canada, 
firstly in the increasing integration of its economy 
with the North American market, and secondly in 
Quebec’s continuing movement toward national 
affirmation. 


For Quebec, the impact of globalization can 
already be seen on several fronts. In a brief 
submitted to the Committee, Professor Louis 
Sabourin identifies some aspects of this impact: 
firstly “demographic changes, especially in the 
Montreal region where the social and cultural 
texture of the population has radically changed in 
recent years”; secondly, “the influence of 
international economic, trade and financial 
phenomena, which are increasingly evident” and 
lastly the fact that “internationalization is felt directly 
in political life; all levels of government must now 
implement international programs. Although 30 
years ago we could state that foreign policy was still 
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the extension of domectic policy, in many cases the 
opposite is true today. 11 [TRANSLATION] 


What is surprising, to say the least, is that at the 
conclusion of its analysis of “Canada in Flux”!2 in 
the new global context, the majority report fails to 
address this aspect of the impact of globalization. 


The public hearings nevertheless showed how 
much Canada has changed over time. In fact, and 
contrary to all expectations, the majority report 
recognizes the contribution — a “Team Canada” 
effort, it stresses — of provincial and municipal 
authorities as well as private associations, 
academic and professional institutions, and 
non-governmental organizations (NGOs). In the 
report, we read, “Foreign affairs are less and less an 
exclusive concern of the federal government and 
more and more a "Team Canada“ effort”.13 


Unfortunately, the majority of the Committee 
does not draw the necessary conclusions, 
choosing instead to ignore the role of the other 
international actors or to refer to it rarely, in an 
incidental and inadequate manner. Such an 
attitude deprives the federal government of helpful 
and innovative recommendations on the direction 
of its foreign policy. 


In the opinion of the Bloc québécois 
members of the Committee, the federal 
government must recognize the reality of the 
participation of the other levels and forms of 
government on the international scene. In the 
same way, the government should become 
aware of the increasing importance of new

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non-governmental actors that influence foreign 
policy. 


2.1 The role of Quebec and the 
provinces: sidelined international 
actors 


Although the majority report expresses 
awareness of the repercussions of recent world 
events on the values and interests of Canadians 
and on the best way of promoting those values and 
interests,'4 it does not indicate what avenues the 
government should pursue. 


In the opinion of the Bloc québécois 
members of the Committee, the best way to 
protect and promote the values of Quebec and 
Canadian citizens is for the federal government 
not to interfere in areas of provincial jurisdiction. 
This means that Quebec’s priorities must be 
fully respected, particularly since Quebec 
indicates a desire for still greater participation in 
the globalization of the economy, in accordance 
with its own interests and objectives. 


According to the majority report, “/nternal 
dissension hampers the full utilization of Canada’s 
diverse human resources.”'® In order to remedy 
this situation, we must go back to the very source of 
this dissension — the structural shortcomings of a 
federal system that is viscerally centralizing — and 
the usurpation of the prerogatives of Quebec and 
the other provinces, particularly in international 
affairs. 


We stress that Quebec maintains its desire to 
exercise its constitutional jurisdiction, which, in 
its opinion, extends internationally. The federal 
government must take this desire into account 
when developing its foreign policy.

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How could it be otherwise, when Quebec has 
had to fight doggedly in order to make its identity 
known _ internationally? Quebec’s  daring 
international initiatives were not sparked, and were 
still less supported, by the federal government. In 
fact, since the Quiet Revolution, the trend in 
Quebec politics has been to exercise increased 
international jurisdiction, particularly in order to 
maintain special relations with the countries, 
peoples and organizations of the community of 
French-speaking peoples (thereafter referred to as 
la francophonie), but also in order to ensure 
Quebec’s economic, social and _ cultural 
development with all actors in the international 
community. 


Despite Ottawa’s irritated indifference and, in 
some cases, hostility, Quebec of all the provinces 
has deployed the broadest network of 
representation abroad. In this way, it has opened 
windows for itself onto every continent. 
Furthermore, because its citizens often master the 
two global languages, French and English, Quebec 
can penetrate nearly all markets.‘© Quebec’s 
openness to the world is an undoubted fact. 


Without saying so as explicitly as has been the 
case in the past, the majority report nevertheless 
bases most of its recommendations on the 
argument ofindivisibility of Canadian foreign policy, 
insofar as that policy is in the national interest. 
Successive Quebec governments have always 
rejected this argument of indivisibility and 
developed distinct international policies and 
relations that aim to serve Quebec’s national 
interests and promote its influence and 
development, particularly in commercial, cultural, 
economic, political and social fields. The Bloc 
québécois unhesitatingly reiterates this traditional 
Quebec position, which is based on an 
interpretation of the constitution that, in its opinion,

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remains valid, and which is reflected in Quebec’s 
effective presence and actions in the international 
community. 


The obvious desire by the majority members of 
the Committee to extend and occupy most of the 
field of foreign policy, particularly in the field of 
culture and education which are areas of exclusive 
provincial jurisdiction, collides head-on with 
Quebec’s aspirations and interests and foretells 
difficulties in the future. 


Thus, instead of alleging that the federal 
government has control of all foreign policy issues, 
as does the majority of the Committee,'” the Bloc 
québécois considers that the federal 
government must make a commitment to 
respecting the Gérin-Lajoie doctrine, which 
provides for the extension of Quebec’s 
constitutional jurisdiction to its international 
relations. 


Furthermore, the Gérin-Lajoie doctrine is the 
subject of undeniable consensus in Quebec, where 
it has been accepted by all successive 
governments since 1965 and even clearly 
reiterated in the Allaire Report.!8 These claims 
seem even more justified in light of the increasing 
interdependence of players in the international 
community and the growing influence of treaties 
and declarations of international organizations on 
the content and exercise of governmental 
jurisdiction. These constraints present a particular 
danger for Quebec, whose international identity 
they could seriously challenge. 


We consider that the government must 
recognize that Quebec’s openness to the world is of 
paramount importance, since Quebec must be 
able to act in order to promote its interests in 
accordance with its own world view. 


Too often, others still soeak on Quebec’s behalf, 
from the perspective of interests that are not shared 
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by Quebeckers, and the result is far from being 
always positive. In fact, Quebec’s interests are 
sometimes brushed aside. Its distinct image is 
literally deformed by Canadian diplomacy, often in 
an apparently deliberate fashion. 


For this reason, the Bloc québécois members 
of the Committee want the federal government 
to take note that, without its own voice, Quebec 
cannot be heard appropriately and therefore 
must reject the anomaly of a _ mitigated 
international presence that would mean being 
content with secondary roles. 


2.2 The role.of cities and local 
authorities: forgotten international 
actors 


In recent years, the international role of cities 
and local authorities has expanded considerably. 
How can the Committee ignore this reality, at the 
very time when international assistance, for 
example, is focusing more on rural areas and 
thereby endeavouring to respond to elementary 
needs, particulary for water and food? By the year 
2000, 50% of the world’s population will live in cities, 
and CIDA programs will necessarily have to adjust 
to this change. But then, where do we find experts in 
urban issues, water purification and waste 
management, if not in cities? 


We criticize the fact that the Committee chose to 
remain silent about the role of these actors, 
particularly since there is at present a movement, in 
which the City of Montreal’? plays a major part, to 
create a world organization of cities and local 
authorities on the occasion of Habitat Il in Istanbul 
in June 1996. The UN Secretary General has agreed 
to give this future organization consultative status at 
the UN. 


The Bloc québécois members of the 
Committee consider that the  federal

CHAPTER 3 


CULTURE, EDUCATION AND LA FRANCOPHONIE: THE 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT’S CLAIMS 


3.1 The myth of a single cultural 
identity 


The increasing openness of economic borders 
necessarily led the Committee to debate the crucial 
issues of identity and culture — as was 
inevitable — in light of the danger that a culture of 
standardization might overshadow national 
identities. We agree that Canada needs anchor 
points if it is to withstand an invasive American 
culture. However, the content of the majority report 
does nothing to reflect this aspect of Canadian 
reality. In it, the Committee has refused to 
acknowledge the problem of the two nations that 
make up Canada, despite the fact that this situation 
resembles many others that constitute the focus of 
many international reports. 


Where culture is concerned, the direction of 
Canada’s foreign policy, as prescribed in the 
majority report, is based on the theory of a single 
nation, one single culture (so-called Canadian 
culture), and the resulting requirement that all the 
provinces must have equal status. 


This alleged equality of the provinces means 
that Quebec must remain a province like the others. 
Often repeated and defended by both the federal 
and most other provincial governments, this theory 
of equality of the provinces negates recognition of 
Quebec as a historically constituted nation with its 
own specific characteristics and original 
institutions. Similarly, it denies the fact that Canada 
was founded by two nations, who had arrived after 
the aboriginal peoples. Such a concept runs 
directly counter to the positions continually 
expressed by the various Quebec governments.

The principles of bilingualism and 
multiculturalism,2° which form the political bases 
for defining so-called Canadian culture, have the 
effect of denying the existence of Quebec culture, 
which is original and which developed essentially 
from its French origins, with contributions from the 
British, the aboriginal peoples and, more recently, 
the various immigrant communities . 


From this perspective, any policy aimed at 
projecting a unified image of Canada abroad can 
only result in rejection of Quebec culture. Such a 
policy would run counter to Quebec’s 
international policy on cultural matters, initiated 
under the government of Jean Lesage and 
carried forward by successive governments 
since that time with conviction, skill and 
effectiveness. 


3.2 Education: an area of provincial 
jurisdiction 


The Bloc québécois members oppose any 
federal government action in the field of education, 
except with the agreement of the provinces 
concerned. Education is, after all, the prime area of 
exclusive provincial jurisdiction. 


In this field, Quebec is a front-line player in 
Canada. More specifically, in the field of higher 
education, Quebec universities, individually or 
collectively as part of the Conference of Rectors 
and Principals of Quebec Universities (CREPUQ), 
have signed with many foreign universities a series 
of protocols and agreements on co-operation and 
exchanges among professors, researchers and 
students. In accordance with its responsibilities 
and priorities, the Quebec government has 
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encouraged these practices and promoted them 
using appropriate measures. 


International activities and participation by the 
Quebec government in the field of education are 
not recent.2! The Quebec government participates 
very actively in the Conférences des ministres de 
l'éducation des pays ayant le français en partage 
(CONFEMEN) [Conferences of Ministers of 
Education in French-Speaking Countries]. It also 
provides tangible support for the activities and 
various Co-operation programs of the Association 
des universités partiellement ou entièrement de 
langue française/Université des réseaux d’expression 
française (AUPELF/UREF) [Association of Partially or 
Wholly French-Language Universities/University of 
French-Language Networks],22 whose headquarters 
is in Montreal. 


The implicit allegation in the majority report that 
education, like any other area of provincial 
jurisdiction, comes under federal control the 
moment it steps outside the country is, therefore, 
completely unacceptable. 


Thus we energetically oppose allowing the 
federal government, as is suggested in the majority 
report, to deal directly with educational institutions 
without the prior agreement of the provinces 
concerned, thus short-circuiting action by the 
provinces, particularly Quebec, and infringing on 
their areas of jurisdiction. 


Furthermore, in order to ensure respect for 
Quebec’s specific nature and distinct values and its 
own interests, we recommend that the present 
Canadian political structures recognize Quebec’s 
need to sit as a participating government in any 
cultural, educational or scientific forum or 
international organization, along the lines of its 
status at the Agency for Cultural and Technical 
Cooperation (ACCT) and the Francophone 
Summits. 


We also consider that the federal government 
must recognize that only the provinces, in their 
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bilateral or other international relations in this 
area, are empowered to develop policies and 
establish mechanisms for cooperation and links 
with appropriate institutions. 


3.3 La francophonie: federal 
indifference 


The Committee’s majority report 
underestimates the importance of /a francophonie 
and particularly the invaluable role played by the 
Francophone Summits in the development of the 
French fact, not only internationally but right here in 
Canada. 


Quebec has chosen to live and develop in 
French, while respecting the rights of its cultural 
communities. This desire cannot be dissociated 
from efforts to ensure the survival of French as an 
international language. Quebec’s attachment to its 
French roots and its lengthy battle to preserve and 
consolidate its cultural identity make its 
membership in /a francophonie a necessity. 


Starting in the early 1960s, Quebec established 
the bases of a special bilateral relationship with 
France. Quebec’s intensive co-operation with the 
mother country helps strengthen multilateral 
involvement in /a francophonie. Today this 
co-operation finds expression in many significant 
exchanges, particularly in the fields of culture, 
education, scientific development, high 
technology, and industry. 


Multilateral involvement in /a francophonie 
developed gradually in the early 1970s around the 
ACCT. Starting in 1971, the ACCT formally 
recognized Quebec’s right to take part as a 
participating government in its deliberations on 
co-operation and culture. 


Since that time, Quebec has played a very active 
role in building this community, which extends to 
five continents. Under an agreement signed in 
November 1985 between the governments of

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Quebec and Canada, Quebec has sat as a 
participating government at the Francophone 
Summits since the first summit, held in Paris in 
March 1986. 


The Francophone Summits have become the 
special forum in which member countries together 
determine priorities for development of the 
French-speaking sphere. These summits have 
produced remarkable results, including the 
creation of the Institut d’énergie des pays ayant en 
commun l’usage du français [Energy Institute of 
French-Speaking Countries] in Quebec City and 
the establishment of TV-5, the international 
French-language television network, in Europe, 
Africa and North America. Since the summer of 
1989, Quebec citizens have had access to 
French-language programming that includes 
European current affairs. 


For Quebec, belonging to an active community 
of French-speaking peoples, is a question of 
survival in the demanding context of globalization 
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of markets that requires constant adjustments by its 
economy. Its multilateral participation in /a 
francophonie through the Francophone Summits 
must remain a special means for it to be open to the 
world. We consider that, while it strengthens its 
bilateral relations with France and Belgium’s 
French Community, Quebec can and must be a 
pillar in the building the multilateral 
French-speaking sphere. This objective must be 
made a foreign affairs priority for Quebec. The 
federal government, for its part, could not abdicate 
its responsibilities toward /a francophonie, in light of 
the importance of those responsibilities to the 
survival and development of its French-speaking 
and Acadian communities. 


The Bloc québécois members are very much 
disappointed to see, once again, that the 
Committee’s majority report sidelines Quebec’s 
specific culture and the French fact. As a result, we 
recommend that the federal government 
maintain, at the very least, the present level of its 
commitments toward Ja francophonie. 
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CHAPTER 4 


DEMOCRACY AND HUMAN RIGHTS: AN UNACCEPTABLE 
STEP BACKWARD BY CANADA 


4.1 An unacceptable trivialization of 
the issues 


The Bloc québécois considers that the 
Committee’s report does not satisfactorily address 
the issue of democracy and human rights, or the 
links between this issue, trade, and international 
assistance. In its presentation of the global context 
and Canadian perspectives, the Committee does 
not draw enough attention to the fact that the 
human rights situation in the world is still manifestly 
precarious. In this respect, several of Canada’s 
international partners are considered to be 
disregarding, many of them in a gross and reliably 
attested fashion, the rights set forth in the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights and the other 
international instruments for the protection of 
human _ rights. Despite some _ change, 
democratization has not made enough progress in 
a significant number of countries with which 
Canada maintains commercial or aid relations. 


We consider that, today, the issue of democracy 
and human rights is so important in a county’s 
foreign policy that it should have been the subject of 
a separate chapter in the Committee’s report. The 
Bloc québécois members of the Committee 
criticize the fact that the majority backed away from 
the need to hold an in-depth debate, something 
that was called for by several witnesses at the 
Committee’s hearings. Canada’s action in this 
regard has barely progressed beyond rhetoric 
since human rights were mentioned as an element 
of foreign policy inthe most recent, 1985-86 review.

In fact, even before the start of consultation on this 
issue, the government already seems to have taken 
a direction that is a long way from enshrining 
democracy and human rights as a structural 
element of its foreign policy. 


This issue is addressed, in a way that is both 
superficial and inconsistent, in the chapters on 
trade23 and international 
assistance.24 These scattered references produce 
no more than timid, ill-defined commitments. For 
example, concerning the link between trade and 
human rights, the majority report recommends that 
“the Government of Canada should use whatever 
channels may be most effective to protest abuses of 
human rights, labour standards and/or 
environmental protection” 2 In the opinion of our 
colleagues, trade sanctions against persistent 
abuses can be justified, but on/y when they are 
applied by a decisive majority of trading partners, 
as was the case for South Africa. Thus the 
Committee provides the federal government with a 
perfect loophole by allowing it to hide its inaction 
behind a lack of consensus among an offending 
country’s trading partners. To add to the confusion, 
the Committee states, in its formal 
recommendation, that the use of trade sanctions in 
a multilateral context should be considered, 
provided that all appropriate levers of influence 
have been exhausted. It should also be noted that 
nowhere under this heading does the report 
address the link between democracy and trade, 
while recent analyses have shown that democracy 
can make a significant contribution to long-term 
economic growth.26 
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Nor is the Committee more rigorously analytical 
where international assistance, democracy and 
human rights are concerned.’ In its report, the 
Committee simplistically calls for dialogue and 
co-operation in efforts to strengthen respect for 
human rights, and believes it is teaching readers 
something by stating that “there may be times when 
the world community should apply tough 
sanctions”. It does no more than state that Canada 
should work with other countries to change 
behaviour, and indicates only one concrete 
measure, termination of bilateral assistance. Here 
again, we observe that the Committee gives the 
government far too much latitude and fails to 
specify ways of linking international assistance to a 
country’s human rights performance. 


Contrary to what our colleagues have stated, we 
feel that the universal values of democracy and 
human rights do not find their main expression in 
foreign policy. On the contrary, the report seems to 
trivialize these issues and to implicitly subordinate 
them to mercantilism; it certainly does not contain 
the germ ofthe rigorously analytical, consistent and 
fair policy that NGOs are loudly calling for from the 
federal government. 


4.2 Aclear message to Canada’s 
partners 


In keeping with recent foreign policy 
statements, and in order to ensure that they are fully 
expressed in Canada’s new foreign policy, the Bloc 
québécois members of the Committee feel that 
the government must not hesitate to confirm that 
democracy and human rights are cornerstones 
of Canada’s foreign policy. Canada could thus 
take on a role for which it is clearly suited, namely 
that of promoting the democratic electoral process 
abroad. The expertise of Elections Canada and of 
Quebec’s Chief Electoral Officer are perfectly 
suited to this type of action. 


Adopting such a position would send a clear 
message to nations and to heads of state and 
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government with which Canada entertains 
commercial or aid relations. It could also have a 
positive influence on other states and international 
organizations, whether intergovernmental or non 
governmental. We should not miss the opportunity 
afforded us to profess our strong faith in a 
democratic international community where the 
temptation to be indifferent, disinterested or 
inward-looking is ever-present. It is crucial that we 
prove wrong the dictators who interpret the silence 
of countries that harbour democratic ideals as 
support for their oppressive regimes. 


To give concrete form to this major orientation of 
Canada’s foreign policy, we must begin by 
addressing the issue in terms of positive, rather 
than negative, measures. To this end, the Bloc 
québécois recommends that support for 
democracy and human rights be a major 
component of Canada’s aid program and that 
trade relations with countries respectful of 
democracy and human rights be encouraged. 


The Bloc québécois further recommends that 
Canada take the lead within multilateral and 
regional international organizations and in 
particular within financial (IBRD), monetary (IMF) 
and commercial (GATT/WTO) bodies in pushing 
for the adoption of an analogous policy 
consisting of positive measures in support of 
democracy.and human rights. 


Canada must not, however, pretend to ignore 
the fact that democratic and human rights are 
frequently violated. It must also not hide the fact that 
it condemns such actions. The Bloc québécois 
recommends that Canada’s foreign policy 
reiterate that Canada has a duty to condemn 
attacks on democracy and human rights and to 
use all appropriate forums (whether it be the 
House of Commons, special debates, bilateral 
diplomatic meetings, regional forums such as 
the OAS, the human dimension aspect of the 
CSCE or multilateral organizations, in particular 
the UN) to unconditionally denounce abuses of 
this nature. 


In the face of gross and reliably attested 
violations of democratic principles and human

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rights which would continue unabated despite all 
efforts, Canada must have the courage of its 
convictions and consider taking punitive action 
against such countries that fail to meet their 
responsibilities. To this end, we recommend that 
Canada begin by assuming a leading role in 
identifying the kinds of multilateral sanctions 
that should be imposed on countries that 
conduct trade with and provide aid to delinquent 
states, or where useful, by acting in conjunction 
with international organizations such as the UN, 
the OAS, the IBRD, the IMF and the GATT/WTO. 


If agreement cannot be reached on 
multilateral sanctions, we recommend that 
Canada then move unilaterally to impose the 
appropriate aid and trade sanctions, bearing in 
mind the seriousness of the violations. 
Depending on the seriousness of such violations, 
the sanctions could range from suspending 
bilateral aid and appealing to NGOs to do likewise 
to suspending all aid and rejecting all requests for 
assistance, not to mention suspending special 
trade benefits and imposing harsher restrictions on 
trade relations. It is important, however, to ensure 
that the imposition of sanctions does not mean that 
the citizens of the States concerned will suffer from 
even greater democratic and human rights abuses. 


Further to the above-mentioned 
recommendations, the Bloc québécois 
recommends that the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade and CIDA, 
working in co-operation with NGOs and 
business corporations, draw up Guidelines to 
give concrete expression to the key 
components of Canada’s foreign policy 


respecting democracy and human rights. 
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Among other things, these Guidelines could 
include a mandatory framework for analysing 
situations involving gross and reliably attested 
human rights violations. They should be 
formulated as soon as possible and made public 
no later than the UN’s 50th anniversary 
celebrations scheduled for October 24, 1995. 
These Guidelines should serve as inspiration for 
new legislation and regulations to govern the 
transactions of the Department of Foreign Affairs 
and International Trade, CIDA, NGOs and business 
corporations with States belonging to the 
international community. 


In the words of Edward Broadbent, the Head of 
the International Centre for Human Rights and 
Democratic Development, “now is the time for 
democratic governments to ensure that 
leadership on irade policies is fully matched with an 
equivalent commitment to democracy and 
rights.”28 The Bloc québécois does not feel that the 
Committee’s report expresses this interest, but 
reflects instead the attitude of those who view 
democracy and human rights as “an illusion 
embraced by a few dreamers”. [translation]29 


The Bloc québécois does not share these views 
and ranks democracy and human rights among the 
standards of international law. All members of the 
international community, including Canada, have a 
duty to ensure observance of and compliance with 
these standards. Canada’s foreign policy as it 
pertains to democracy and human rights must be 
coherent and unfailingly transparent in order to 
maintain the tradition of respect and prestige that 
Canada has earned and that a sovereign Quebec 
State will wish to uphold.

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CHAPTER 5 


INTERNATIONAL AID AND SUSTAINABLE DEVELOPMENT: 
CONCRETE INITIATIVES 


5.1 A clear mandate for CIDA 


We feel that the recommendations of the 
Committee pertaining to international assistance 
are rather tame. This is particularly true of the 
recommendations respecting CIDA and its ability to 
report more directly to Parliament. We cannot settle 
for ordinary legislation that sets out the 
fundamental principles of Official Development 
Assistance (ODA). The Bloc québécois believes 
that separate enabling legislation should be 
drafted for CIDA, legislation which not only sets 
out ODA policy directions, but also clearly 
defines the agency’s powers and mandate. This 
legislation would relieve CIDA of some of the 
pressure and lobbying efforts which too often 
diverts its attention away from ïits primary 
objectives. Some of the projects financed by CIDA 
are currently fraught with too many financial 
considerations. The Bloc québécois stresses that 
CIDA’s mandate is not to promote Canadian 
exports or to spend substantial sums of money on 
studies that really have nothing to do with its 
objectives, as is notably the case with its Industrial 
Cooperation Program. 


5.2 Sustainable human development: 
a priority 


The Bloc québécois believes that greater 
emphasis must be placed on the priority 
development of human potential in the poorest 
countries, particularly in Africa. Drawing inspiration 
from the international consensus that has emerged 
from multilateral meetings in which Canada has 
taken part, from the Bruntland Commission to the 
Cairo Summit, the Bloc québécois members of the 
Committee are of the opinion that sustainable 
human development must be the cornerstone of 


Canada’s international assistance policy. Our 
actions must be targeted on addressing poverty 
and on meeting basic human needs (health, 
education, sanitation, access to drinking water, the 
participation of women, etc.). The primary aim is to 
give the poorest nations the means with which to 
embark on the process of sustainable 
development. Sustainable human development 
perforce is dependent on harmonizing respect for 
democratic rights with the imperatives of economic 
and social progress. As such, the Bloc québécois 
believes it is important to address major 
development problems before their 
consequences lead to the unbearable situations 
that we must too often witness. Consequently, 
we recommend that cooperation programs 
focussing on sustainable human development 
account for at least 50 per cent of the overall 
ODA budget. Furthermore, CIDA should move 
immediately to implement mechanisms for 
ensuring that the ODA target such activities ona 
priority basis. 


5.3 Improved targeting of activities 


As we did many times throughout the course of 
the Committee’s work, we must reiterate the crucial 
importance of drawing a Clear distinction between 
aid and trade. One of the recommendations in the 
majority report identifies private sector 
development as one of the six priorities of the 
development assistance program. To our minds, it 
is clear that the private sector development referred 
to in this case should take place in the countries that 
receive Canadian aid, not in Canada. 


We advocate strengthening the conditionality of 
CIDA aid. In our view, it is important for the 
Canadian government to do everything it can to 
make international financial institutions 
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undertake a review of structural adjustment 
programs. New programs should focus on 
sustainable human development objectives, 
encourage aid recipient countries to trim their 
defence budgets and provide for transparency 
in government administration. 


ODA must also target fewer countries so that 
resources are not spread around too thinly. At the 
same time, this would be one way to reduce the 
contradictions and inefficient actions of which the 
Auditor General was critical in his 1993 report. 


Considering that 25 per cent of the ODA budget 
goes to multilateral organizations (the large UN 
agencies and development banks) and that the 
latter will doubtless broaden their field of 
intervention, it is vital that we assess the quality and 
effectiveness oftheir performance. According to the 
North-South Institute: “Canadians are informed ex 
post facto about the outcome of negotiations, and 
even then without any explanations.”30 


Consequently, we recommend that Canada’s 
representatives on these multilateral 
organizations be called periodically to appear 
before an appropriate parliamentary committee 
to account for the results achieved. The 
Standing Committee on Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade would be the appropriate 
vehicle to ensure this coherence’ and 
transparency. 


The Bloc québécois has some reservations 
about the priority assigned to the public 
participation criterion. It should be pointed out that 
the process of educating Canadians about 
international development should continue 
under the auspices of the NGOs which are 
already doing remarkable work in this area. With 
respect to exchange and scholarship programs, 
responsibility for managing this component of 
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the aid program should be transferred to 
provincial governments as this falls within their 
jurisdiction over education. 


Regarding human rights, the Bloc québécois 
members of the Committee believe that we must 
move beyond mere statements of intent like those 
contained in the majority report. In accordance with 
the guidelines we proposed in the section on 
democracy and human rights?'!, we recommend 
that Canada discontinue all bilateral aid to 
States that UN agencies or any other agency 
recognized by the UN have identified as having 
committed or been responsable for gross and 
reliably attested human rights violations. 
Canadian aid could then be channelled through 
NGOs. 


5.4 Canada and its commitments: the 
need for a coherent approach 


Canada must acknowledge its commitments to 
the poorest countries and take concrete action in 
these areas. For the moment, we should not reduce 
any further the share of GDP earmarked for 
development assistance. On the contrary, we hope 
that this share will be increased if at ail possible and 
that NGOs will be given a larger percentage. Thus, 
we recommend that development assistance 
account for a 0.7 per cent share of GDP as soon 
as possible, a figure which would correspond to | 
the goal set by the UN, with the approval of the 
OECD and its Development and Aid Committee 
(DAC). 


Given that over one in four jobs in Canada are 
dependent on exports, growing poverty in the Third 
World adversely affects employment here in 
Canada. In the medium term, our own economic 
growth is tied in part to improvements in the 
standard of living of about 80 per cent of the world’s 
population.

CHAPTER 6 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE: ACCEPTING GEOGRAPHY AND 
FOCUSSING ON THE FUTURE 


The Committee focussed at length on the issue 
of Canadian export development. It expressed 
concern about the dependence of our exports on 
the US market. To remedy this situation, the 
Committee would like to target countries in the 
Asia-Pacific region as priority export markets. 


The Bloc québécois members of the Committee 
do not share the government’s concerns and wish 
to dissociate themselves from the proposed 
solutions. 


6.1 Shades of the “Third Option” 


We detect in the Committee’s policy directions 
shades of the philosophy which inspired the third 
option advocated by Mitchell Sharp in the early 
1970s. This option held that the contribution of the 
United States to the Canadian economy was cause 
for some concern and that American influence must 
be tempered. 


This view of the world shows deep mistrust of the 
United States. It is as if the government had some 
sort of mental block preventing it from recognizing 
our neighbours to the south as a natural, priority 
market for Canadian businesses.°2 One illustration 
of this is the Committee’s suggestion that we do 
away with our trade commissioners to the United 
States. 


Of course, we cannot discount the importance 
of diversifying our trade. We would be wrong, 
however, to base our efforts on anti-American 
sentiment or to pretend that the laws of the 
marketplace and geographic imperatives 
‘somehow do not apply to us. These realities are 


inescapable. Regardless of what we do, the United 
States will remain our neighbour and main 
economic partner. Canada’s standard of living is 
strongly dependent on US investment and on the 
US economy. Nothing would be more damaging 
than to blame Canada’s identity crisis on the vitality 
of our neighbour and its global standing. The quest 
for a national identity is essentially a sociological 
and political problem, one which will not be 
resolved by stubbornly refusing to accept the reality 
that is the United States, much less by scaling back 
trade with our main partner. Canada is facing an 
existential dilemma and is being torn apart by its 
dual identity. A political problem requires a political 
solution. No one solution will be viable until each 
identity has its own political structure. It is clear that 
the Committee has not succeeded in climbing off 
the treadmill that the Canadian establishment has 
been caught on for decades. 


In our opinion, not only must we accept the 
inseverable ties that history and nature have woven 
between Canada and the United States, we must 
also benefit to the fullest extent possible from the 
free trade agreements we have signed with the 
United States. 


In addition, we must not be afraid to diversify 
and enhance our trade. The more partners we have, 
the more extensive our export markets will become. 


Here again, however, we must not turn our back 
on our natural assets. Asia will not be able to 
withstand our attempts at penetrating the market. It 
is understandable that with its Pacific coastline, 
Canada would want to use its geographic 
advantage to make inroads in this region, all the 
more so given that Pacific nations are experiencing 


‘a true economic revolution.

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However, it would be irresponsible to overlook 
the proximity of Europe and the enormous potential 
of this continent, particularly where Quebec is 
concerned. Is the St. Lawrence River not the most 
direct point of entry of Europe into the North 
American continent? Nor should we lose sight of 
the undeniable political advantages that Quebec 
enjoys because of its French and British roots. The 
Trudeau government had launched a diplomatic 
and trade offensive to broaden our markets in 
Europe. As we know, results did not match 
expectations. In the post-Pearson era, Canadian 
diplomacy, for reasons as yet unexplained, more or 
less turned its back on Europe. This lack of 
enthusiasm bordering on resistance doomed the 
Prime Minister’s initiative to failure. 


Yet, the European continent, reconciled from 
West to East, with a population of close to 600 
million consumers, flush with capital and cutting 
edge technological and industrial expertise, is nota 
player to be dismissed lightly. 


As Canada stands poised to redefine its 
relations with the world, it must rediscover the old 
continent from which it split and structure its foreign 
policy on the European axis, the counterpart of the 
American and Asian axes. 


The Committee should therefore recognize that 
the North American market is the main outlet for 
Canadian products. This inability to see things for 
what they truly are probably explains why the 
Committee is toying with the idea of doing away 
with Canadian trade commissioners in the United 
States and concentrating Canada’s efforts solely 
on emerging markets. This approach must be 
criticized, all the more so given that Canada is a 
partner in NAFTA and that its businesses can and 
must exploit new business opportunities that 
present themselves in North America. 


In the opinion of the Bloc québécois, the 
suggestion that a government, any government, 
can channel trade flows to markets that it itself has

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identified is utopian. It is up to the businesses 
themselves to identify their export markets, based 
on the strengths and natural dynamics of the 
Canadian economy, and it is up to the government 
to support them in their efforts as much as possible. 


6.2 Canada a fragmented market 


The Committee refuses to recognize that 
Canada is fragmented into regional markets 
(Atlantic provinces, Quebec, Ontario, the West and 
British Columbia), each of which is an integral part 
of continental commercial and economic 
subsets.34 


While the Asia-Pacific region and the US 
Northwest are natural export markets for British 
Columbia, it is quite another matter for Quebec for 
which North America (80 per cent) and Europe (12 
per cent) are the preferred markets It is 
interesting to note that European markets are three 
times as important to Quebec as Asian markets, 
whereas the rest of Canada exports far more to Asia 
than to Europe. 


These striking differences in the geographic 
orientation of exports from Canadian regions are 
due to factors such as geographic proximity, 
culture, history and so forth. It is deplorable that the 
Committee could not come up with an overall vision 
that takes these inescapable realities into account. 


6.3 SMEs: Favoured agents of 
economic growth 


We believe that small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) must be targeted on a priority 
basis for assistance and export support. Large 
businesses, primarily foreign multinationals which 
have captured the lion’s share of Canadian exports, 
are quite capable of fending for themselves in 
foreign markets.

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Therefore, the state should concentrate on 
providing assistance to SMEs that export or that 
have the potential to export. The United States is the 
natural market for Canadian and Quebec SMEs. In 
our Opinion, the government must support the 
efforts of SMEs to export their products to the 
US and Mexican markets, although it should not 
neglect SMEs seeking to penetrate more 
distanct markets. 


In this context, the Committee’s suggestion that 
Canadian trade commissioners to the United States 
should be eliminated seems completely 
counter-productive. 


The federal government must recognize that 
the Canadian economy is moving toward 
continentalization and it must acknowledge that 
each region of Canada has its own natural 
export markets. The government must refrain, 
therefore, from redirecting its trade promotion 
efforts toward Asian or any other markets that do 
not reflect the true situation of the vast majority of 
Canadian and Quebec SMEs. 


Canada must, however, support SMEs in their 
quest to access more distant markets. This is 
especially true for SMEs that manufacture high 
technology products with global marketing 
potential. 


We do not believe that the consortium proposed 
by the Committee fully meets the expectations of 
SMEs. We are opposed to the idea of charging user 
fees because a number of SMEs would find 
themselves at a disadvantage. We are also 
concerned that with the proposed hybrid 
consortium, since the federal government would be 
acquiring the means with which to take control of 
provincial trade promotion activities.’ Finally, we 
are concerned that as the size of the federal 
government shrinks, this new consortium will 
become but another in a long line of federal 
agencies like the Export Development Corporation 
(EDC) which are dedicated to promoting 
international trade. 
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Clearly, our preferred option is to extend 
partnership in NAFTA to other countries, not only 
to open up new markets for our enterprises, but 
also to strengthen our political ties with the 
countries of Latin America. 


Strengthening trade dispute settlement 
mechanisms is an important goal, at the regional 
(NAFTA) as well as at the multilateral (WTO) 
level. 


We also believe that Canada should put 
pressure on countries known to be responsible for 
gross and reliably attested violations of human 
rights. This pressure could range from suspending 
trade benefits all the way to imposing harsher trade 
sanctions, in keeping with the Guidelines we 
suggested that Canada adopt in the section on 
democracy and human rights.38 


Finally, we deplore the fact that the Committee 
did not direct its attention to the trade aspects of 
economic globalization, thereby ignoring issues 
such as investment promotion, the need for 
strategic alliances, and technology transfers. 


With the rise in international trade, various 
countries have become increasingly 
interdependent, in particular countries that share 
borders. To the extent that a country’s policies have 
a bearing onthe economic and social situation of its 
neighbours, geographic zones in which countries 
are more or less interdependent have emerged. 
This state of interdependence can be managed in 
different ways, but history and the relative power of 
the partners are determining factors. For example, 
the Canadian economy is far more dependent on 
the US economy than the economy of any one 
member of the European Union is dependent on 
that of another member country. However, no one in 
Canada is arguing that we need a political union to 
oversee the integration of the North American 
economy. 


Not only does Quebec have limited means to 
intervene, it must also contend with duplication and 
overlap resulting from the intervention of the federal 
government. In short, Quebec and Ottawa are not 
on a parallel course. In fact, they have adopted

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conflicting approaches in an area that is Critically 
important to our economic future, when what in fact 
is needed is dynamic and cohesive action. For 
example, Ottawa has tightened the eligibility rules 
for obtaining EDC assistance in the form of 
guarantees or project financing. Moreover, EDC 
programs place massive restrictions on SMEs that 
wantto export their products, simply because these 
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programs were designed for large businesses. 
There is no real effort on the part of the EDC to 
coordinate its efforts with those of the Société de 
développement industriel du Québec or with the 
Quebec Department of International Affairs. 


To remain competitive and to create jobs, 
Quebec must develop its export markets and 
canvass for foreign investment. 


DISSENTING OPINION OF THE REFORM PARTY ON 
THE CANADIAN FOREIGN POLICY REVIEW 
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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


The Reform Members of the Special Joint Commit- 
tee Reviewing Canada’s Foreign Policy have put a 
great deal of time and effort into ensuring that the 
final report charts the appropriate course for Cana- 
da’s future foreign policy. While the report is 
constructive and contains many useful innova- 
tions, we have five major areas of concern: 


1. Fiscal Responsibility: Given Canada’s very 
difficult financial situation, the Reform 
Members of the Committee believe that areas 
appropriate for budget cuts should have been 
given a high priority in the final report. While 
there are many recommendations that request 
more resources and money, there are no 
explicit cuts, and we find this totally 
unacceptable. This lack of fiscal responsibility 
is our principal concern with the final report. 
Therefore, we suggest cuts to the following 
three areas: 1) bilateral (government to 
government) aid; 2) international grants and 
non-mandatory contributions; and 3) 
dropping our membership from non-essential 
international organizations. 


2. International Assistance: Reform Members 
of the Committee and many witnesses called 
for a true legislative mandate for CIDA to 
increase accountability, efficiency and 
transparency. In the final report, only a 
watered down version was included that will 
not accomplish the aforementioned goals. In 
addition, we would like to see an independent 
audit of the International Development 
Research Centre. Lastly, Reform Members of 
the Committee stress the importance of 


transferring the functions of the CIDA 
Industrial Cooperation Program (which 
involve trade promotion) to the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade. 


Chapter 6 (Projecting Canadian Culture 
and Learning Abroad): This whole chapter is 
a recipe for increased spending and big 
government. While the Reform Members of 
the Committee support trade promotion, we 
feei that this chapter goes well beyond this 
objective. Whereas the final report calls for the 
reduction of export subsidies in general, 
Chapter 6 calls for cultural export subsidies. 
This contradiction is not acceptable. 


Coordination with the Defence Review: 
There was no coordination between the two 
reviews. The Foreign Policy Review should 
have taken place first to set broad policy 
objectives, and then the Defence Review 
should have followed with decisions on how 
best to operate within these objectives. 
Instead, the cart was put before the horse. 


The Witnesses Who Appeared before the 
Committee: Special interest groups and 
academics were overrepresented and 
grassroots Canadians were 
under-represented in the group of witnesses 
who testified before the Committee. In the 
future, we would like to see a more concerted 
effort to include ordinary Canadians in such 
reviews. 
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DISSENTING OPINION 


The Reform Members of the Special Joint Commit- 
tee Reviewing Canada’s Foreign Policy endorse 
the final report, since it contains many elements 
and recommendations which are constructive and 
will help Canada prepare an effective foreign 
policy for the coming decade. Nonetheless, we 
have several concerns regarding certain aspects 
of the final report with which we cannot agree. 
What follows, therefore, is the dissenting opinion 
of the Reform Party which we are attaching in or- 
der to enrich the final product and ensure that our 
concerns are properly addressed. 


Fiscal Responsibility 


The Reform Members of the Committee are deeply 
concerned with the issue of fiscal responsibility. 
Given Canada’s very difficult financial circum- 
stances arising from our budget deficit and rising 
debt, any program review, including one on for- 
eign policy, must make difficult choices regarding 
the priorities of government spending. To quote 
from the report: 


° “the Committee sees [an] urgent problem on 
the government’s short-term agenda: putting 
Our Own economic house in order.” 


° “choosing more carefully what needs to be 
done, and finding ways of getting more out of 
what we have, will remain a major challenge 
for the execution of Canadian foreign policy 
for a long time to come.” 


° “Canadians have to make choices, as 
witnesses continually reminded us, if they are 
to allocate available resources where we can 
get maximum value in terms of Canadian 
interests.” 


Unfortunately, this report fails to make those diffi- 
cult choices. Given the government’s announced 
position that it will make every effort to reduce the 
deficit, the Reform Members of the Committee feel 


that programs should have been prioritized more 
effectively to guide any future cuts. As the report 
currently stands, the Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
Finance Minister will not be able to look at this re- 
port and tell where cuts would be appropriate, and 
we find this unacceptable. 


Out of some 60 recommendations, approximately 
20 explicitly or implicitly ask for the allocation of 
more resources and money (see the whole of 
chapter 6). While certain areas may well deserve 
additional attention, given Canada’s fiscal situa- 
tion we believe it is irresponsible to suggest addi- 
tional expenditures in the area of foreign affairs. 
This is especially true when no corresponding cuts 
are suggested. While several recommendations 
do focus on the promotion of greater efficiency, 
not one explicit cut is mentioned in the final report. 


All this leads us to conclude that the report fails to 
meet the test of fiscal responsibility. Considering 
the many good aspects of this report we find this 
particularly unfortunate, since a fiscally irresponsi- 
ble report will not be as influential as it could have 
been otherwise. 


Since the final report does not do so, the Reform 
Members of the Committee would like to suggest 
the following three areas as appropriate for sub- 
stantial budgetary cuts: 1) bilateral (government to 
government) aid; 2) international grants and non- 
mandatory contributions; and 3) dropping our 
membership from non-essential international or- 
ganizations. 


International Assistance 


For some time now, the Reform Members of the 
Committee have contended that CIDA needs a 
true legislative mandate in order to increase ac- 
countability, efficiency and transparency. This 
sentiment was shared by many of the witnesses 
before the Committee. Unfortunately, the recom- 
mendation in the final report merely suggests “that 
Parliament adopt legislation that spells out the 
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basic principles to guide Canadian Official De- 
velopment Assistance.” In other words, CIDA will 
not be getting a true legislative mandate. As a re- 
sult, the Minister of Foreign Affairs will continue to 
use CIDA’s $2 billion budget, which is very broadly 
defined in the government budgetary estimates, 
as a slush fund into which that minister can dip 
whenever he wants. This is a practice which is not 
approved of by the Canadian public. There is no 
debate in Parliament, and no recourse for those 
who object. In short, there is no accountability, nor 
is there any level of transparency as to how these 
expenditures are made. 


On the same theme of accountability and transpar- 
ency, the Reform Members of the Committee be- 
lieve that the $115 million per year spent on the In- 
ternational Development Research Centre should 
be more closely scrutinized. Therefore, we would 
suggest an independent audit to determine the 
strengths and weaknesses of this centre. 


On the topic of distinguishing between aid and 
trade, which is one of the sections of Chapter 5 
(Reforming International Assistance), the Reform 
Members of the Committee would like to see this 
principle applied more clearly. To do this, we insist 
the functions performed by the CIDA Industrial 
Cooperation Program (CIDA INC.), which accord- 
ing to witnesses involve trade promotion, be trans- 
ferred to the Department of Foreign Affairs and In- 
ternational Trade. While we support the objectives 
of this program, witnesses testified that CIDA is not 
well placed to do the job. 


Chapter 6 (Projecting Canadian Culture and 
Learning Abroad) 


The Reform Members of the Committee take ex- 
ception to this chapter. While we encourage Ca- 
nadians to pursue cultural endeavors, and we 
agree that the Canadian government should pro- 
tect our citizens from “cultural dumping”, this 
chapter reads like a recipe for increased spending 
~ and big government. Our singers, artists and ac- 
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tors do not need government handouts to “cele- 
brate and promote Canadian culture and learn- 
ing”, to quote the document. We have every confi- 
dence that our citizens in the cultural community 
will continue to flourish and promote Canadian val- 
ues and interests through their dedication and 
hard work, not through government subsidies. 


The Reform Members of the Committee find it es- 
pecially ironic that Chapter 3 (Building Shared 
Prosperity) specifically argues for the reduction of 
export subsidies, such as those in the agriculture 
sector; however, in Chapter 6, the final report calls 
for increased spending to help export our cultural 
products. It makes no sense to say that agricultur- 
al export subsidies are bad and that cultural export 
subsidies (which is what they really are) are good. 
To quote one of the Liberal Members of the Com- 
mittee, “we are both whistling and sucking at the 
same time”. 


Coordination with the Special Joint 
Committee Reviewing Defence Policy 


To make a long story short, there was no coordina- 
tion. The left hand truly did not know what the right 
hand was doing, and that is ashame. Since these 
two subjects are closely linked, there should have 
been close cooperation and communication, but 
the process simply did not allow for this to happen. 
Ideally, the Foreign Affairs Review should have set 
its policy first, and then the Defence Review could 
have done its work bearing in mind the broader 
policy guidelines within which the Canadian 
Armed Forces would be operating. In the future, 
we would like to see this situation remedied. While 
no glaring contradictions seemed to have materi- 
alized, this is the result of good luck, not good 


planning. Considering the vast amounts of time 


and effort that were put into these two reviews by 
Canadian citizens, parliamentarians and staff, it is 
shocking that the whole process might have been 
undermined by a simple lack of planning and 
communication. 
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The Witnesses Who Appeared Before 
the Committee 


While there is no doubt that the witnesses who ap- 
peared before the Committee did an effective job 
in representing their interests and points of view, 
the Reform Members of the Committee were un- 
comfortable with the fact that very few grassroots 
Canadians testified. While we are not implying 
they were intentionally excluded, we would like 
such reviews to become more sensitive to the fact 
that ordinary Canadians are rarely asked for their 
Opinions. They should be! A perfect example of 
this bias was the National Forum on Canadian for- 
eign policy which began the Foreign Policy Re- 
view. Invitations to this three day event, paid for by 
taxpayer dollars, were issued by the office of the 
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Foreign Affairs Minister, and were sent only to indi- 
viduals from special interest groups, academic 
institutions, think tanks and government depart- 
ments. No effort was made to invite everyday Ca- 
nadians. 


Unlike special interest groups, non-governmental 
organizations and academics which can mobilize 
presentations for committees on short notice, 
grassroots Canadians have a very difficult time 
participating in such a process. Often, Canadians 
are unaware that they even have the opportunity to 
participate until it is too late. While the final report 
has numerous good elements, the Reform Party 
Members of the Committee are convinced that an 
even better report would have resulted from great- 
er participation by the Canadian grassroots.
